Two bits of motal, one 
the shape of a buck shot and the 
other anchor shaped lodged In the 
burned fiesli of tho torso was also 
diacloaed by the examination, as the 
result of which States' Attorney A. V. 
Smith waa brought Into tlie investi- 
gation. In order that they might be 
use'd In tho prosecution of the caae 
should the murderer be apprehended, 
the stale's attorney asked Coroner 
Taylor to preserve tho two pellets. 
Slain Friday 
Indicating that the death of the 
girl had occurred but a few ^oura be- 
fore the body was found in the ruins 
of the cottage, there was a strip ot 
unburned flesh along the back where 
the body 'had lain, probably on the 
noor of the cottage. This strip of 
flesh was found to have been clear 
and not mottled as It would have been 
had the death occurred several hours 
before. In addition to that evidence, 
the condition of the food In the 
stomach led authorities to believe 
that It had been there but a short

TRAGEDY AT DEEP 
LAKE REMAINS 
UNSOLVED TODAY

o'clock Friday night to oxtlngnlsh the 
raging thimos which had been dls- 
rovercd by Edward Echram, 41*, care- 
laker, who lived 3 blocks from the 
death cottage. Simultaneous with 
Schram's turning' in an alarm. Fire 
Lieutenant Adolpb Francke. of Wau- 
kegan. returning from the boxing 
bout at Antioch with a party of five 
men, saw the flames from Grand 
avenue and turned ilown toward Deep 
Lake. As he approached It, a sedan, 
supposedly the car which carried the 
liody to the cottage, flew p.rst him at 
a high rate of speed. 

According to Francke. the fire had 
burned but a few minutes when his 
party arrived at the c/ittage. A 
strong wind momentarily restraining 
them, the flames seemed to he con- 
rtned to the front part of the house. 
Arousing Mrs. John Jiicksou in her 
home nearby, the Lieutenant sent an 
alarm to Antioch. Mrs. Jacksoon of- 
fered him two cartridges ot chemi- 
cals, but he decided the fire was too 
brisk to be afTected by the limited 
extinguisher. 

Even though the department arriv- 
ed at the scene of the trouble within 
15 minutes after the alarm had been 
sounded, they were unable to ex- 
tlngul.sh the roaring blaze. As the

Sweden has tho largest stock of hb 
sons, or European »^"f["\P'^;- \" ^^^ 
world, and It Is expected that this 
rat« animal will continue to Increase 
In number, although It was Previously 
threatened with e-xtlnetlon. The bi- 
sons were originally »»nP<^>-t*^^, . ^ 
Sweden and have since been carefully 
kept and tended In n special preserve 
at Engdaborg. In the province of 
Westmanland. 

Similar work Is being carried on 
with tho beavers, whldi. owing ,lo n- 
discriminate d.ootlng had prnctl^^f, 
disappeared In Sweden not so long 
ago For years utlempls have been 
made to Incrcaso the beaver stock, 
and there ara now about twenty pros- 
porous beaver colonies. The number 
of these animals Is constantly grow- 
ing, thanks to strict protection and 
care. German bares and pheasants 
have also been Imported nnd are 
thriving eicdlently In Sweden. 

Similar protection Is being given 
through rigid game laws and supcr- 
-vlslon to other big game of Swedish 
origin, espedally to tho moose nnd the 
bear. Tho first mentioned is protec- 
ted from hunters throughout the entire 
year with tho exception of a couple 
of weeks In the eariy autumn, and s 
thcreforo multiplying rapidly. Tho 
bear, "tho king of the northern for- 
csts.'* Is nlso aafo from klllcro. and 
reports from tho government domnlna 
In the North show that there Is u fair 
number of boars roaming the Swcu- 
Ish Alps." This animal is (i^Ito popu- 
lar, ns It is ordinarily not dangerous 
but has the reputation far bdnn rath- 
er harmless nnd good humored, un- 
less It la attaclccd or wounded.
